Formal rlpmanci.s of fiO Orange 
county school districts for allot¬ 
ment to them of $47,276 95 in re¬ 
deemed .school taxes were pre¬ 
sented to the board of supervisors 
today by County Supt. Kay Adkin- 
Bon. 

The board last week approved 
an order transferring the money 
from the state redemption fund to 
the county general fund, where it 
would be used to lower the county 
tax rate for the forthcoming fiscal 
year. 

Today it deferred action on the 
proposed fund tran.sfer until next 
Tuesday, when it hoped to have a 
new opinion from Atty, Ocn. U. 
S. Webb on the legality of the 
move. 

Who Gets Credit ? 

A(tkinson told the supervisors 
that Attorney General Webb al¬ 
ready hail ruled in favor of the 
schools on a similar question in 
Tulare and Imperial counties. 

"The money," he said, "will he 
used for virtually the .same pur¬ 
pose no matter who gets it. It 
seems to me it's a matter of who 
gets credit for cutting taxes, you

“It’ll be less than 5 per cent be- 
I fore July 1." Mr. I.Amb said. 

"That’s entirely normal, and shows 
' an unusually healthy financial 
I condition in Orange county." 

I His figures show $4,521,952.53 
i has been collected, out of $4,780,- 
■ 299.29 due the county. His fig¬ 
ures also show taxes on almost 
every piece of worth while prop- 
j erty has been paid up and is in the 
; clear. 

Keats Slate .\verage 
I The .same figures are reflected, 
although in a lesser degree, 
throughout the sta' . In 1928 
state delinquencies were about 3 
1 per cent, then mounted steadily to 
I peak of 13 per cent in 1932. Two 
j years ago they were a point lower, 

! last year were down to 11 per 
i cent, and now' are about 10 per 
j cent. 

1 Orange county has showed itself 
to be 100 per cent healthier fi¬ 
nancially than the state as a 
whole. 

Even so, the penalty for delin¬ 
quent taxes is not so bad. Delin¬ 
quent property formerly was sold 
at public auction.

Adkinson said he could “almost 
guarantee" that if the schools got 
the money it would be used to re¬ 
duce school district taxes. 

Asked by Supervisor N. E. 
West if the schools would guaran¬ 
tee to use the funds for the reduc¬ 
tion of budgets, he said he couldn't 
.speak for all the school districts, 
but that most of them will be 
forced to reduce this year by the 
law of limitations anyway. 

No Guarantee 

The advantage, both sides made 
clear, is one of credit.

Maximum salaries for elementary 
teachers will be $275 below, sec¬ 
ondary $450, and junior college 
more than $500 less than salaries 
paid four years ago, he explained. 

Elementary and junior high 
school instructors will be given a 
restoration of $7.50 a month, or 
$75 a year on a 10-month basis. 
This will affect 102 teachers. 

Cuts Recalled 

Secondary and junior college 
teachers will be gfiven $10 more a 
month. This ruling will affect 
109 teachers. Thirty-one nurses 
and administrators will get pay in¬ 
creases identical with those for the 
secondary class.

M. J. Purcell Is Severely 
Burned: Girl Falls 
From Moving Car 

HUNTINGTON BEACH. — Two 
freak highway accidents in the 
Huntington Beach area caused se¬ 
vere injuries to two persons yes¬ 
terday when M. J. Purcell. 27, Los 
Angeles, was critically burned by 
fallen electric wires, and Dorothy 
Fetter, 10. Riverside, fell from her 
father's car and suffered severe 
pavement burns. 

Purcell, driving a delivery truck, 
narrowly escaped electrocution 
when his truck careened off the 
Springdale road, struck a pile of 
lumber and then sheared off an 
electric pole, causing a line carry¬ 
ing 11,000 volts to fall across the 
truck.

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SCHOOL BOARD CALLS $612,000 BOND ISSUE TO SAVE MONEY 

GREENE BILL 
LOAN WILL 
BE PAID

Council Starts Move to 
Appropriate Money 
For Advertising 


A "painless' bond issue to save 
taxpayers in the neighborhood of 
$143,179 will be asked by the 
board of education in a special 
election Aug. 4, the board decided 
last night. The total to be asked 
is .$612,000. 

Money from the .sale of the 
bonds would be used to retire 
mo.st of $615,000 in Green bill 
loans made two years ago for 
earthquake rehabiiitation of the 
schools. The pre.sent loans bear 
interest of 4.4 per cent, and the 
bond issue might be sold for as 
little as 2.4. the board was told. 

Only $3000 of the principal has 
been retired, leaving $612,000 to 
be paid out of proceeds of imme¬ 
diate .sale of the bonds. The pres¬ 
ent 4.4 per cent loan runs until 
19.54. 

The election, to be held in ele¬ 
mentary and high school districts, 
will ask $114,000 for the high 
school and $498,000 for the elemen¬ 
tary district, the amount of the 
unpaid principal. The new bond 
issue would be retired at the same 
rate, but would bear less interest, 
thus making the .saving to tax¬ 
payers. The .saving would amount 
to $143,179 only if the loan is paid 
off on the .same monthly install¬ 
ment as at present. 

Formal notice of the election 
was made when the board accept¬ 
ed a re.solution drawn up by Depu¬ 
ty District Attorney Preston Tur¬ 
ner, setting the date at Aug 4, 
and the rate of interest "not to 
exceed 3.4 per cent ' The bonds 
will be .sold on bids. 


Santa Ana city will be em¬ 
powered to spend money for ad¬ 
vertising and publicity next year 
under terms of an ordinance in¬ 
troduced last night and given a 
first reading. 

Prepared by City Attorney L. W. 
Blodget, the act provides that 
funds are to come from city license 
fee collections and must be lim¬ 
ited to five cents per $100 of as¬ 
sessed valuation in the city. 

Mayor Fred C. Rowland and 
members of the council said they 
have no intention of using even a 
major part of the approximately 
$12,000 maximum allowed by the 
ordinance. The amount to be set 
up will be determined during 
budget preparation, scheduled to 
start July 8.

(In an effort to acquaint residents of Orange county with some 
of their most-prized hi.storin possessions. The Journal Is publish¬ 
ing a series of daily articles on county landmarks. Today’s article 
tells about the first commercial landing sjiot in Newport Harbor. 
—Editor.) 


Near the west end of the 
Coast highway bridge across the 
north arm of Newport harbor 
is the spot where the first com¬ 
mercial landings were made in 
that port, according to H. L. 
Sherman’s history of Newport 
Beach. 

”A small side-wheel steamer, 
the Vaquero. made occasional 
trips to Newport harbor as long 
ago as 1865.” wrote Sherman. 
■”rhe small ship would negoti¬ 
ate the .somewhat uncertain en¬ 
trance to the bay and tic up to 
the bank near the pre-sent we.st 
end of the Coast highway bridge, 
across the north arm of the har¬ 
bor.” 

Sherman’s history was po¬ 
lished in 1931, before the pres¬ 
ent bridge was constructed. The 
former bridge was located far¬ 
ther up the bay. 

"Cargoes of hides and tallow 
from Rancho San Joaquin were 
the incentive of the.se trips of 
the Vaquero, which made San 
Diego its home port. About 
1868, the Vaquero was bought 
by an old seafaring man. Capt. 


Moses Abbott. A son of this 
captain, F. \V. Abbott, is the 
owner of Abbott’s villa, on Cen¬ 
tral avenue between C and D 
streets. 

"With the settlement of Gos 
pel Swamp, business began to 
pick up for Captain Abbott and 
his little side-wheeler. Walter 
B. Tedford, whose father was 
one of the early settlers in the 
district, writes; "My father 
rode down through the tall mu- 
tard across the mesa on horse¬ 
back the day the steamer came 
in, to arrange for shipping some 
potatoes to San Diego. On his 
return home, he marked out the 
roarl to the landing by gather¬ 
ing dry bones and placing them 
in piles on prominent places 
along the way to designate the 
course to the steamer. 

"When we were ready to de¬ 
liver our potatoes, father rode 
ahead on hor-seback and I drove 
the team, following him; that 
made our first delivery to the 
little steamer Vaquero in New¬ 
port harbor.”

All men over 18 would 
be drafted. The right of habeas 
corpus and the right to jury trial 
would be suspemlcd. The Presi¬ 
dent could seize any property that 
he saw fit. at any price he chose. 
The manufacture, sale, transpor¬ 
tation and distribution of all food 
stuffs and commodities wouki be 
licensed. 

If you have caught your breath 
after reading that amazing out¬ 
line, you are invited to realize that 
these powers would exist for six 
months after the iiresident de¬ 
clared the emeregney at an end- 
and he need not even issue that 
declaration until he felt like it. 

That our war department .should 
sponsor a bill so completely in vio¬ 
lation of every tradition of Amer¬ 
ican freedom is almost unbeliev¬ 
able.

Unit(?d States could be confiscated 
for any purpose the Presiflcnt 
might think good. Plvery working 
man in the country coukl he com¬ 
pelled to work any nuinlier of 
hours, under any conditions, at 
any wage, in any factory, that the 
President might decide.

In his acceptance speech, he will have a chance to go 
further. He can pledge his support to the reciprocal trade 
agreements which would gradually remove trade barriers. 

And he can rally to his standard much of the vast 
independent voting strength in the country by a wide 
break with those eastern capitalists and reactionaries who 
want to run the party again as they did in the days before 
the political crash of the G. O. P. 

It’s Governor Landon’s chance. A lot of moderates 
do not like the Farleys, Tugwells, and the nut experimen¬ 
tation that has characterized so much of the New Deal. 

But they would rather swallow four more years of 
this than to throw themselves again on the mercy of some 
of the “big boys” who manipulated the machinery in the 
pre-Roosevelt days. 

By proving himself brave, able, and sincere,—and by 
thrashing the Old Guard—Governor Landon, as the cam¬ 
paign progresses, can bring new life and hope into Ameri¬ 
can politics.

But 
it is menaced by inner administra¬ 
tion clashes on housing policy and 
by opposition of powerful private 
interests. Now stalled by Con¬ 
gressman Steagall of Alabama. 

Kerr-Coolidge alien deportation 
bill — Pending over a year and 
warmly endonsed by the adminis¬ 
tration, but bitterly oppo.sed by 
Red-baiting elements. It gives the 
labor department discretion in de¬ 
porting aliens. No chance of pa.ss- 
ing. 

Walsh-Healy bill—This is the 
American Federation of I..abor's 
No. 1 "must" bill. It would apply 
' NRA code standards to govern¬ 
ment contracts. Pas.sed by the 
senate last year, but little r-hance 
of passing house. 

Ship subsidy bill—This elimi¬ 
nates mail contracts and substi¬ 
tutes a .ship construction subsidy. 
Also takes shipping out of the 
commerce department and creates 
marine commi.ssion. Slim chance 
of passing. 

Food and drug hill This has 
been so emasculated by Dr. Cope¬ 
land that even its advocates are 
against it in its present form. Def¬ 
initely doomed. 

Robin.son-Patman chain store 
bill This would prevent price dis¬ 
crimination by chain stores, and if 
passed would

"Mr. Jack.son, the fact that the 
department of labor is called upon 
to arbitrate a strike where a wage 
of only 15 cents an hour is de¬ 
manded. is tragic and disgraceful.” 

The wage now being received is 
only seven and one-half cents an 
hour.

The Taxpayers’ Money 

T here is a merry little spat at the courthouse over 
some $47,000 which has trickled in unexpectedly from 
delinquent taxes. 

The supervisors claim that the money should go to 
the general fund so the county tax rate can be cut. But 
various school districts assert the cash legally accrues 
to them, and they would like to use it to reduce the 
district tax rates or to make needed expenditures. 

Important thing to remember, in our opinion, is that 
the money belongs to the public—that taxpayers are badly 
overloaded by the back-breaking combination of city,
